Hitler Germany Has 
Deadly New Poison 
Gas, Erglish Charge 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—-Preparations for 
poison gas warfare on an unpre- 
cedented scale are being pushed by 
Nazi Germany, it was charged here 
today by Arthur Gillian, Secretary of 
the Chemical Workers’ Union. 

Gillian asserted that the Hitlerites 
are experimenting with an arsenic 
gas which burns the body and which 
penetrates through any gas mask 
known. He said that a Hamburg 
factory has started 24-hour operation 
turning out over 200 cylinders of the
